DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' Response to Office Action, received 30 April 2009, is acknowledged. Claims 

1. 4, 5, 6, 11, 12, 13, 15, 16 and 19 have been amended. Claims 2 and 17 have been 

cancelled. 

2. Claims 1, 3-7, 9, 11-16, 18 and 19 are pending and under consideration. 

Rejections/Objections Withdrawn or Moot 

3. The rejection of claim 2 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential elements, is moot in light of the cancellation of the claim. 

4. The objection to claim 5 is withdrawn in light of the amendment of the claim. 

5. The objection to claim 19 is withdrawn in light of the cancellation of claim 17. 

6. The rejection of claims 1, 3-7, 9, 11-16 and 18 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being incomplete for omitting essential elements, is withdrawn in light of the amendment of 
the claims.
